A ragged, half-starved Cuban arrived 


at camp on Wednesday. 
He proved to 


be a messenger from Rios, bringing 
word to General Shafter that the Cu- 
bans were unable to cope with the army 
of Pando. 
Relnf orcemenits were asked 


for. 
Rios ha_d made a desperate stand 


near Las Palmas, and had succeeded in 
checking Pando. 
Rios' message said he 


could not hold the Spaniards back much 
longer. 
General Shafter decided that 


he would not send any Americans 
against Pando for the present. He re- 
quested General Garcia to dispatch a 
strong force of Cubans to the aid ofRios. 
Garcia promptly sent 2000 of his best 
fighters, placed them under the com- 
mand of General Rabi, and ordered them 
to join Rios. 
Rabi and his men went 


to Siboney, where they were embarked 
for Serrado. 
From that place they 


•went to Las Palmas. 


It is reported unofficially that General 


Luque vrith 9000 men has started for 
Santiago. 
This body of troops is irtade 


up of all the scattered detachments 
which, have been garrisoning Uie small 
towns, the forts and the blockhouses. 


The American 
army is gradually 


stretching out across the hills on the 
eastern side of Santiago, within five 
miles, of the cannon crowded hillside, 
which must be taken before the city oaa 
b« captured. 


Meanwhile 5000 picked Spanish in- 


fantry are making forced marches from 
Manza-Tiillo to relieve Santiago on the 
northwest side. To intercept this pow- 
erful force our army may hav* to turn 
to the left wing of what is now the 
Spanish lin*. 
This would make the 


whole American line of action 12 or 15 
miles long. 


The barbed wire fences which General 


I/inare-s seems to think wjuld hold our 
troops back long enough for the in- 
fantry in the rifle pits and on the slopes 
and the old-fashioned cannon on the 
ridges to smash our lines, can be easily 
destroyed in a rew minutes by the Amer- 
ican troops, for every man carries in 
his pocket a pair of wire nippers. 


It Is clear that General Linares and 


Admiral Cervera expect General Shafter 
to advance along the seacoast and cap- 
ture the railway bridg'e at Aguadores, 
Btorm Morro castle and allow Sampson's 
fl«et to remove the mines and enter the 
harbor. 
It Is expected that our troops 


will advance against the city in four 
directions, moving from the northwest, 
northeast, east and southeast at cne 
•ame time. 
It is General Shatter's plan 


not only to take the city, but he intends 
not to allow General Linares to escape 
•with his army. He has formed plans by 
which he is confident of capturing the 
largest Spanish force in eastern Cuba, 
and by which he will also enable Ad- 
miral Sampson to capture the best ves- 
sels in the Spanish navy. 


General Shafter left his ship Wednes- 


day and took up his quarters with Gen- 
eral Wheeler at the front. His appear- 
ance there gave rise to the rumor that 
an attack on Santiago would occur at 
unce, but the staff officers say it is im- 
possible to 'get the army in shape to 
strike a blow for several days. 


About 2000 troops are camped foxir 


miles east of the besieged city, and the 
remainder of the forces stretch along 
the road from there to Juragua and 
Eaiquiri. The advance forces are in a 
•emi-circle, the left flank resting about 
two miles from the sea, under the com- 
mand of General Chaffee, with the ex- 
treme right, under the command of 
Colonel Miles, about a mile to the north- 
west. Beginning with the Twelfth in- 
i*uiLiy &l uie exLieiue iell, lnt± Seventh, 
Seventeenth, Fourth, Twenty-fifth and 
Tenth infantry extend to the right In 
the order named. Beyond them, picket 
lines are established three-quarters of 
a mile nearer, Santiago city being in 
plain sight of General Chartee's and 
Colonel Miles' troops. 


Much amusement has bsen caused 


among the officers by the large number 
of Red Cross flags flying from build- 
ings in Santiago. They are all flying 
fro.n the largest and most prominent 
buildings, and officers say the Spanish 
soldiers evidently intend to try to pro- 
tect every place in the city offering a 
good mark for the American artillery.

Beef Calves. 


The Kansas state board of agriculture 


embodies in a report the recommenda- 
tions of a large number of the beef 
growers of the state in reference to mat- 
ters they had learned from experience. 
The report says: 


Their recommendation for the feeding 


of calves the first winter is wheat bran 
and shelled corn or bran and oats in suf- 
ficient quantities, with hay or other 
coarse feed, to keep them thrifty and 
growing. 


A large majority favor dehorned or 


hornless cattle and say that for the fat- 
tening lot such cattle have a 10 per cent 
greater value than those with horns. 
Thirty reports gives them a greater val- 
ue of 17 cents per 100 pounds, 26 place 
it at $2.05 per head. The higher price 
they say fat cattle without horns are 
likely to sell for averages 13j^ cents per 
100 pounds. 


The time required for properly and 


safely changing cattle from a grass to a 
full or maximum grain diet is 28 days, 
or from cornstalk field 16 days. 


With two exceptions, all say, extra 


labor considered, it is not profitable in 
Kansas to keep fattening cattle tied in 
stalls. 


Bay Back For Sheep. 


Mr. L. Ogilvy of Colorado Ztmds to 


The Breeder's Gazette the drawing and 
description of this sheep feeding rack. 
The animals cannot rub the wool off 
their necks trying to get at the feed; 
neither will the seed, dust and rubbish 
fall into the wool, and they cannot pull 
the hay down and mess it over so they 
will not eat it afterward. 


The rack is easily made. Mr. Ogilvy 


says that with it you can have lambs 
running about the feed lot without their 
getting on top of the hay, which ordi- 
narily cannot be dona He describes the 
device thus: 


This rack is to a certain extent a self 


feeder, and, though I would nofrecom- 
mend feeding sheep in any other way 
than what they will eat at one time, it

is an advantage to have a little hay left 
for the weaker ones. 
They waste very 


little hay with this rack, and as it has 
no bottom it can be raised and then 
moved by one man. 


Make the frame out of 2 by 6's edge- 


wise. For block at bottom saw 2 by 6'a 
diagonally. 
Nail a 12 inch board along 


the bottom lengthwise; then take three 
10 inch boards and nail up tho front. 
Set bottom 10 inch board level with tho 
12 inch or about ouo inch liighor. Make 
tho rack with a frame about every four

HORSELESS WAGON IS COMIKG. 


The international exhibition of auto- 


mobile vehicles in Paris is pronounced 
a great success. A large number of ve- 
hicles are on exhibition, together with 
innumerable attachments, 
such as

established that the bicycle was to be- 
come a popular vehicle for ladies and 
gentlemen. 
The exhibit shows that

One of 
the safety appliances prevents back- 
sliding by the vehicle while ascending 
Jiills. 


As was the case with the electric 


cars,—and as is still apparent to some 
extent in their operations,—the drivers 
of the automobiles are in the habit of 
indulging in dangerous bursts of spppri. 
The danger to pedestrians from this 
source has come to be so great in Par- 
is, that the head of the police depart- 
ment has taken steps to modify the 
speed of the automobiles, and to arrange 
a manner of signaling by the police 
to drivers who are permitting the ve- 
hicles to approach the danger limit in 
the matter of speed. 


Although . automobile vehicles 'have 


not yet been used to any great extent 
In the United States, one of the most 
striking vehicles in the Paris exhibit 
is the product of an American factory. 
This shows that Yankee genius is 
equal to the demands of the occasion 
in the development of the automobile 
vehicle, as it was in the cases of the 
electric car and the bicycle. It will 
be found that when the automobile 
vehicle comes into use in the United 
States, its advent will be marked by 
improvements that will be influential 
in the direction of displacing the horse 
for light delivery purposes, if not 
for heavy hauling in the cities, and in 
parts of the country where the country 
roads are in condition for use by 
horseless wagons.

FELL TO THE GROUND, 


James A. Ward Badly Hurt On Main 


Street This Noon. 


James A. Ward, of Spring street, an 


inspector for the local branch of the 
New Krigland telephone cotnpny, was 
Injured by a fall on Main street this 
noon.

carelessly stepped backwards. 
The 


distance was about 15 feet, and it was 
good fortune that the wire he struck 
first prevented his striking the walk on 
the back of his bead, as he would 
otherwise. 


He was taken to the hospital after 


his wounds were cared for. The strain 
of the injuries and the pain had weak-, 
ened him somewhat.but he was plucky 
through the whole time. The street 
was crowded at the time of the fall, 
and many saw it.

Can Get Both Profit and Fnn Ont of Rear- 


ing These Goats. 


Mr. James N. McBrido describes in 


The Brooder's Gazrtto an interview 
with Mr. Richard Neatherly, a well 
known raiser of Angora goats in Col- 
orado : 


An average flock will shear four 


pounds of wool which has never brought 
less than 2D cents per pound and from 
that to 35. This is a much greater val- 
ue in wool than comes from the range 
sheep. For meat the wether kids bring 
as much as lambs, and, ill addition, the 
hide is worth from §2 to 85, which 
makes them much more profitable than 
sheep. Scab, ticks, etc., are not causes 
of loss to the goat breeder, as is the case 
with sheep, and the greater value of their 
wool makes freight charges an impor- 
tant item in tho west as compared with 
sheep. Again, goats will return to their 
yard or corral each night, which makes 
herding easier and prevents lessee from 
coyotes. 


The wool is made into some of the 


finest fabrics used. 
Tho Pullman car 


upholstery cloth is said to bo made from 
the Angora wool. Babies' cloaks, muffs, 
rags and innumerable uses which are 
being developed each year maintain the 
demand. One of thefouiidnrton stock 18 
years old was pointed ont as evidence of 
their longer period of useful life than 
the sheep. As to fecundity, their aver- 
age reproduction is in excess of that of 
sheep. For supper we had kid chops, 
which were the equal of any lamb, and 
Uncle Dick insisted the meat was 
whiter. 


Goat breeding is very much, like that 


of building up a mutton flock by using 
Down sires on Merino ewes. Three or 
four crosses of an Angora male upon 
the Mexican or common stock of goats 
makes an animal for wool as good as 
the full blooded stock. The great desid- 
eratum, however, in the goat business 
is that the goat will live and flourish 
•where sheep will starve. For example, 
the lumber country of Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota which has been 
denuded of its forest wealth, is in many 
instances a waste of brush, consisting of 
quaking aspen, blackberry and others, 
which the Angora goat would convert 
into food and raiment for man at a 
profit to the owner. 


But will Angora goats live under 


such conditions? In Oregon the Angora 
goats are used for clearing land which 
otherwise would remain untilled for 
years. In 1696 the Neatherly herd was 
wintered on the mountains in Colorado, 
where the weather is as severe as in any 
other part of the United States. Last 
winter they were kept at a lower alti- 
tude and were browsing sagebrush and 
mountain cedars, which one would 
think were less agreeable than the brush- 
woods of the pine country. 


'This animal," said Uncle Dick, 


pointing to a matronly "nannie," "has 
brought me $30 within tho last two 
years," and by close questioning the 
herd was found to be paying 50 per cent 
on the investment. The labor of caring 
for the goats is less than that of sheep. 
One trained collie stays with them all 
the time, and as they feed in a bunch 
they are not great wanderers.

Dick's dog occasionally shortens the , 
day's feeding by bringing in his herd 
as early as 3 or 3 o'clock and has to | 
take ti$m out again, with a reprimand i 
or attempting to establish shorter hours j 
or a day's work. This clog was raised 
m gfoats' milk with the kids and sleeps 
with the goats at night. 


Angora goats are receiving attention 


in different parts of the world, and 
loubtless the breeders will for years 
lave a trade for stock similar to tho de- 
mand for the Down breeds of sheep, 
which have taken so strong a hold in 
the United States. It seems that there 
would be a great field for them in the 
southern states, where they have been 
ntroduced fo a limited extent. The na- 
ive goat abounds around southern vil- 
ages, a freebooter and almost unowned, 
iuuiiiug au uiluittM* cxialeucu U11U OI 11O 
commercial worth. When it is consider- 
ed that but a few crosses would trans-. 
form the worthless goat to an animal of 
value, it is worth the time of our agri- 
cultural department to consider the An- 
gora goat to be grown where the sugar 
beet will not thrive.

The Caspian green is of a rather yellow- 
ish tint. Nile green, emerald green and 
a tint called russe have also much pop- 
ularity.

Barbeau is a striking 
modification of turquoise. In sky blue 
there are also six shades, the variations 
on the theme of blue surpassing even 
the variety in Joseph's famous coat.

The 
foundation of the gown was of foulard 
glace in three shades of the medium 
blues, the lightest being a turquoise

Honey as a Food. 


Many people are aware that honey, 


either simple or prepared in combina- 
tion with other ingredients, is a de- 
sirable medicinal agent in certain cases, 
as in diseases of the throat, especially 
those of a mild nature like hoarseness 
and a dry, inflamed condition, but not 
so many are aware that as a regular 
article of food it has a prophylactic and 
even a therapeutic value which can 
scarcely be overestimated. 


Many sweets are to be taken with 


caution, as they are liable to impair 
the action of the stomach or otherwise 
injuriously affect the system, but honey 
may at any time be eaten freely, ac- 
cording to the taste of the recipient, and 
will be found corrective and beneficial. 
In some cases, especially where the ap-. 
petite has been pampered and demor- 
alized by hurtful indulgence in un- 
wholesome sweets or other food, the 
taste for honey will need to be culti- 
vated, but it will almost invariably 
grow with the restoration of the gen- 
eral physical tone and become an in- 
dividual characteristic. 


Sleep With the Windows Open. 


Many people, even those accustomed 


to being out of doors all day, think it 
necessary when night comes to shut 
every window. This is a very erroneous 
idea. 
During the long hours of the 


night, when all doors are necessarily 
obliged to be shut, surely fresh air is 
needed through the window. Some peo- 
ple say that they sleep more soundly if 
the window is shut. There is no doubt 
that their sleep is heavier, but at the 
same time it is not so refreshing as if 
they slept in purer air.

lungs acts like a narcotic in a close 
room. We all know how sleepy and heavy 
we feel in a crowded church, Theater or 
concert room. 
Some people would bo 


afraid to make a change in the winter, 
but now ihat summer has come the 
change may be made with impunity. 
Open the window at the top. Once the 
habit is acquired it will certainly be 
continued. Accustomed to sleeping in 
a fresh room, one feels suffocated if the 
window is closed. 


Rissoles. 


Mince three-quarters of a pound of 


cold mutton. Slice half a small onion 
finely and fry it gently In an ounce of 


or 
Toko nut tho onion nnd Btir in 


an ounce of Hour off the fire. Let this 
brown gently. Stir in a little more than 
a gill of warm stock, stir and cook well 
and mix in the minced meat, a dessert- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, pepper and 
salt and a little bottled tomato sauce. 
Spread the mixture on a plate to cool. 
Flour the hands, divide Into small por- 
tions, roll Into cork shapes, egg, crumb, 
fry In deep fat, drain and dish in a 
pile. Garnish with fried parsley. 


Albert pudding is made with half a 


pound of sifted sugar, half each of flour, 
butter and crystallized cherries and six 
eggs. Work the butter to a creamy 
consistency, then stir in the sugar, the 
yolks of the eggs, the flour and the stiff- 
y beaten whites. Lastly, add the fruit 
cut in quarters and pour the mixture 
Into a buttered mold into the bottom 
of which have been put some wholo 
cherries. 
Covor the top of tho mold 


over with n greased paper and a pud- 
ding cloth and boil for two hours.

SWEET DISHES. 


To make a delicious blancmange mix 


four heaped tablespoonfuls of arrow- 
root to a smooth batter by using half 
a pint of fresh milk. Then place one 
pint more'of milk in an enameled ves- 
sel over the fire and put into it the rind 
of half a lemon. Let the milk boil, then 
strain it and add to the mixed arrow- 
root. 
Pour back into the saucepan, 


stir in enough sifted sugar to taste 
and continue stirring one way round 
until the mixture thickens considerably. 
Have a mold, moistened previously 
with water, and, having added a table- 
spoonful of brandy to the blancmange 
just before taking it off the fire, pour 
it into the damp mold to set. 
Then 


turn out the mold and garnish with jam, 
whipped cream or preserved cherries. 


For pineapple cream soak one and a 


half ounces of gelatin in a small quan- 
tity of milk taken from a quart of the 
same. Boil the remainder, and when 
boiling stir in eight ounces of sugar 
and two ounces of fresh butter. Rub 
the pineapple as far as possible through 
a sieve and then place it and the milk 
together over the fire. When slightly 
thickening, add the soaked gelatin, 
stir for a minute, and lastly turn into 
a wet mold in which has been placed a 
layer of small macaroons or ratafias. 
To color the cream a pretty green pound 
four ounces of pistachio nuts, flavor 
them with a trifle of maraschino and 
add a drop or so of apple green color- 
ing. Pour this into the cream just be- 
fore the gelatin. 


Carrot pudding1 Is an economical nov- 


elty. Grate very finely a quarter of a 
pound (when grated) of young carrots. 
Mix this with the same weight each of 
brown bread crumbs, suet, flour and 
sultana raisins, one large tablespoon- 
ful of treacle, the grated peel of-half a 
lemon, two tablespoonfula of milk and 
one- ounce of small sago, stirred in the 
milk. When these ingredients are well 
mixed, turn them into a buttered mold 
and boil for one and a half hours. 


To make almond puffs roughly pound 


up a quarter of a pound of sweet alm- 
onds .and half an ounce of bitter. Beat 
th" whites of two eggs stiffly with a 
quarter of a pound of white sugar and 
add to them the pounded almcnds. Line 
some patty pans with puff paste and 
fill with the almond mixture. Sift white 
sugar over the top and bake the puffs 
a light brown. 


Small coffee puddings require ten 


ounces of bread crumbs and four ounces 
of 
cntjf'if- fn ft boc-in 
^C"Xt MT"* ^T^TO r<n-r*ti 


and mix them into one pint of milk and 
two tablespoonfuls of essence of coffee. 
Then mix with the bread .crumbs and 
sugar. Pour the preparation into tiny 
greased molds and steam for an hour 
till set on the top. 


Cardinal Jelly. 


Pare two lemons thinly and put their 


rind and juice in a saucepan with a 
pint of water, half a pound of lump 
sugar and an ounce and a quarter of 
gelatin. When all has melted, whisk 
until It comes to a b<.-il. Stop whisking 
and draw the pan aside. When a crust 
has formed, p-ur the contents of the 
pan carefully through a clean tcacloth 
that has been dipped in boiling water, 
add the claret and a few drops of cochi- 
neal. Pour into a wet mold and turn 
out when cold.

North Adams does not want to bo

.iiui cui.'H are already 01 gduized ami 
arc forwarding- boxes and barrels, and 
while our city has not a full company 
and more in this war as it had in the 
Civil War, yet a number have Rone. 
North Adams has never yet been be- 
hind in any good work, and I do not 
think it will be in this. 


I think many of the devoted women 


of our city would be glad to united in 
work of this kind, if another Christian 
• commission could be organized. The 
men who went to the front in 'Cl-'C," 
have a beautiful home on lToldcn 
street, and I do not doubt that they 
would gladly open their doors ro such 
work, if some of the ladies who be- 
longed to the commission during the 
Civil War would take the initiative 
and call a meeting of all the women 
of the city regardless of religion or 
other society affiliation. The Chris- 
tian commission is already at the front 
distributing delicacies in the hospitals 
and cheering the wounded. The G. A. 
R. and the Womens' Relief corps are 
actively at work, but there is room and 
need for all to actively engage in this 
work. 


Many ladies of the city remember 


how they scraped lint, wound band- 
ages and sewed clothes for the boys at 
the front during '61 and '65, and there 
is just as much, if not more need of 
just such work in the present war.

A Test Insurance Case. 


City Solicitor Ashe was attorney 


for the defendant in a curious case 
! which is of local interest. The case 


has been decided in favor of the clients 
of Mr. Ashe without trial. It was a 
suit brought against the St. Jean Bap- 
tiste society of North Adams by Lea 
Roy, widow of Alfred Roy, to recover 
about $600 death benefit alleged to be 
due from the society of which the 
husband of the plaintiff was a member. 
The defense was that the man was over 
the age limit of the society when he 
became a member of the organization 
and that he became a member fraudu- 
lently _bjr stating that his age was 44 
years old" when he joined the society, 
and not 46, which was his age. 


The constitution of the organization, 


which is incorporated, does not allow 
the admittance of any one who is over 
45 years of age. The contention of the 
plaintiff was that the society, admit- 
ting the man and paying him" sick 
benefits was liable to carry out the 
rest of the contract. The defendants 
held that the officers of the society had 
no power to change the constitutfon 
to admit the man, and that if money 
had been given him, it was in viola- 
tion of the constitution of the organi- 
zation. ' The lawyers for the plaintiff 
were Beer & Dowlin and they allowed 
judgment to be rendered for the defen- 
dant without trial. The case is of 
interest, as it is the first that the so- 
ciety has had, and it was brought as 
a test cast. It is said that the attempt 
to become members of a benevolent 
organization by making false state- 
ments regarding age is very often 
made.

DEPARTURE OF RECRUITS. 


Many Local Men With Volunteers Who 


Received Ovation In Troy. 


The city of Troy gave an impressive 


farewell to the adUitonal recruits of 
the second New York regiment, who 
left for Uiu aouth yesterday. 
Many 


local young men, including the parties 
from tins city and \Villianisto\vn, who 
wore given an ovation on leaving the 
stations here and 
in WiUiamstown 


Wednesday, found the scenes of fare- 
well duplicated in Troy. 
And they 


were included in the Godspeeds that 
were said there, as they left in bodies 
of recruits formed mostly of Troy, 
(Jlen Falls and Hoosick Falid young 
men. 


There were many impressive scenes 


as the tearful "good-byes" were said, 
and everyone seemed to realize more 
fully than ever befoi e the seriousness 
of the situation which confronts the 
soldiers. The heroism of the recruits 
is appreciated more deeply from the 
fact that they came forward and vol- 
unli.i;i<.d to bcivo tilth (.ountiy with 
the prospect of being immediately sent 
on with the regiment to the battle- 
fields at Santiago de Cuba v, ithout 
having time to accustom themselves 
to 
the 
southern 
climate 
or 


the 
arduous 
duties 
of 
life 


in 
a 
military camp. 
The 
re- 


cruits have had very little drill, and 
to them the hardships of the life in the 
United States army are as yet un- 
known. Everyone of them was en- 
thusiastic, however, and if they enter 
into the work afier reaching their 
companies with the same spirit their 
progress will be rapid and in a brief 
period they will be hardy soldiers. 


The rolls of the Troy companies were 


called at the armory, and every man 
responded. Captain Dunspaugh then 
assumed command and addressed the 
recruits. He said that the men were 
now in the United States service and 
should appreciate the serious matter 
which 
enlistment In 
such 
service 


meant. The men, he said, would be 
obliged to obey the officers strictly 
and would not be allowed to leave the 
cars at the various stations at which 
stops are made. He instructed them 
to make themselves as comfortable as 
possible on the cars and to avoid dis- 
orderly conduct of any kind. In con- 
clusion the captain told the men that 
they would be expected to do their 
best 
in 
sustaining 
the 
reputation 


which the third battalion now bears. 


At the depot was assembled a crowd 


of people that filled the large structure 
nearly full and surged about the cars 
in which the recruits were soon seated. 
The recruits shook the hands of friends 
from the car windows and platforms 
until the train moved out. 


The recruits of Company B, of Co- 


hoes, and the Hoosick Falls recruits 
for Company M arrived on regular 
trains. Three cars were added to the 
train from Troy for the accommo- 
dation of the soldiers and the cars will 
be used for the trip to Tampa without 
change, The men were given an en- 
thusiastic parting as the cars moved 
out and some members of the out-of- 
town companies waved American and 
Cuban flags from the car windows. 
There was 'a remarkably large number 
of ladles in the depot and handker- 
chiefs were seen to brush many a tear 
away, while fathers and brothers bid 
their relatives "good-bye." 


The recruits will go from Albany to 


Tampa via the West Shore, Pennsyl- 
vania and 
Florida, 
Southern and 


Peninsular railroads, arriving in Tam- 
pa Saturday night, if no unexpected 
delay is experienced. 


The armory at Hoosick Falls, with 


which company most of the local men 
went, was the scene of merriment and 
jollity the evening before, the new re- 
cruits, who were domiciled at the arm- 
ory, 
celebrating their departure for 


scenes of greater activity by singing 
and having a general good time. They 
slept at the armory last night and had 
breakfast there yesterday morning, 
and soon after proceeded to the Fitch- 
burg 
depot 
where 
throng 
was 


awaiting them. Enthusiasm abounded 
and when the train departed for Troy 
with the brave boys cheer upon cheer 
greeted them, and the well wishes of 
all followed them.
